- SI chey firſt were conveighed thither, expeRing after rheir fairhfu)l ſervice, accord- 
10g to the Covenants agreed upon ar their firſt entrance, there to make ſome advantage torthem- 
ſelves by ſerrling of Plantations for their own aſe, but by reaſon of the great uumber of people 
who repaire4 thither, and who by the bleſſing of God have multiplyed chete, the land is now 
ſo taken up as there is not any to be had bur ar great rates roo high for rhe purchaſe of poor ſer- 
vants: In conſideration hereof, and ont of a hearty affe&ion towards thewellfare arid happie 
nefſe of all ſuch people as have lefc their native Countrey to ſertle under my Government in ſs 
Remote parts,l have hr fit to declare,that cach freeman who is uaprovaded of land, 8 ſhall 
thercfore detire rogo off from the Barbedees (hall have a p of land alotred to him in 
_ my.Iflands of News Antigua, or any other Ifland under my Command according to the Cu- 
tome of the Countrey. And whereas Complants have been made concerning the miſcarriages 
of ſome of my Governors, & of the oppreffions of the people under their charge, I ſhall Ged 
willing ſudd:nly repiire thicher. and by my ſelf, or Leivrenant Generall authorized by meztake 
ſuch courſe 2$ ſhall be for the eaſe and ſatisfaRtion of all parties, and for the ſetil1ng of all my 
Il:ndsin a peaceable and happie condition; 2nd-in particular, ſeeing my IſlanJof Antigas is 
| locked upon by divers knowing perſons as a place of great concernment if it were well peopled, 
by reaſon of the convenience of Harbours which are wanting in my ocher Iflands , 1 ſhall take 
Care for a conſtant ſupply of ſhips twice every yees, to bring Proviſion from Eng/end thither, 
and totake of the Commodities of the Countrey there: & becauſe divers faRious people have 
of lateendeavored tocktrange the affetions ofthe Inhabirants of my Iſlands from mc, andeo 
- . ſngpeſt intentions of diſignes by me to their prejudice : I do hereby ſolemnly profeſſe, That 
the honour and gloty of God, and the promoting of his worſhip and ſervice, according ty 
the eſtabliſhed Lawes of the Kingdome of England have the firſt place in my thoughts, and I 
do as earneſtly defire che happireſle of thoſe people under my charge as of my ſelf,and ſhall noe 

any way endeavour the advantage of my own inrereft further then may conduce tothe ſettli 
of ſuch differences as have already been raiſed : And the _— ofall doubts, ſcrupl ym. 
| jealoufies, which hereafter may ariſe betwixt us. Gruen under our hand and Seate, at London / 
this 22 dayof November Aune Dom.
